Rea^ Feb. 15./ g A H O’ I have not Time to arrfiyer 
your valuable Letter at p'.Tcik, 
permit rr.e to return you my fincere Thanks- tor it, 
and at the lame time to give you the bait Aniwer 
I can to that Part of it which does more immedi¬ 
ately require it. 

I find, upon Inquiry, that the Earthquake, on 
Thiirfday laft was felt in a Gentleman's Houfc in this 
Place, pretty fenfibly, in two Chambers, and in an¬ 
other over one Of them, by a Tremor of the Wain- 
fcot and Urenfils, and a final! Shock lucceeding; 
but was not perceiv’d at the other End of tire Houfc, 
in a Room on the fame Story with the Chambers. 
I fhould have thought, when it was felt fo near us, 
as about iyo Yards, ou>r Houle, which I look upon 
as very fulceptiblc of Imprefiions, fo as to be fhaken 
by the Winds, would have b^en affected.: But if 
it had, ’tis hardly pofliblc but dome of the Family 
mufi have perceiv’d ir, confidering the Parts they 
were in, and their being chiefly in a fitting Pofture. 
x conclude therefore it could not be very confidcra- 
blc here. I have endeavour’d to learn whether it 
extended any further to the South of us, but can¬ 
not yet find it did. 

The Wind has been chiefly S. and S. W. for fotne 
Months pafi, much longer than is ufital at any Time 
of the Year; and yet we have h^d but a fmall 
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Quantity of Rain hereabout for the Scafon. -- 1 give 

you, on the other Side, the State of the Barometer 
and Thermometer on the 8th, and two Days before 
and after that, as obferved at London by my inge¬ 
nious Friend Mr. Canton , and by tryfelf here, at 
2 h p. m. and at 8 h p. m. each Day. I (hall only add, 
that Yefterday (the 13th) my Thermometer abroad 
at 1 * p.m. was at £9 = to 27 0 above the freezing 
Point: A Degree of Warmth exceeding what we 
had feveral Days in la ft. June, at 2 h p.?n. I (hall 
write you again the firft Opportunity, and am.

It was felt here at 40' after Neon. All the Houles 
were violently fnakcn,efpecialiy thofe which are neareft 
to the River. I was fitting in my Study, which fronts 
the SW up one Pair of Stairs. I imagin’d that fome- 
thing heavy had fallen down in the Room below me. 
The Servants, who happen’d to be difperfed in fe- 
veral Rooms, each of them thought one of the 
o’hers had thrown down fome heavy Chert or Ca¬ 
binet. A Maid-Servant, who happen’d to be pafs- 
ina from one of the under Offices to another, felt 
the Ground fhakc under her. As the Place on 
which her Feet were was full 6 Feet heiosv the
